Courthouse Notebook —

A new Olympic record for distance in the "reaching for it" category 
was set by State Rep. W. J. Murphy in his recent "warning" to the Demo- 
cratic Party and the People of Illinois. 

In his well-prepared statement issued earlier Rep. 
Murphy warned the Democrats in the state legislature not 
to appeal to the possible venality of some. Republican re- 
presentatives *o gain the speakership in the House. 

According to the Antioch representative the Demo- 
crats stole the election in the state, although it is hard 
to recognize this charge with the overwhelming loss sus- 
tained by the Republican ticket in the state election, except 
of course for Secretary of State Charles Carpentier. 

Rep. Murphy, after pooh-poohing the Democratic vic- 
tory on the state level, manages to discover a "mandate" 
from (tie people of the state in the one member edge the 
Republicans hold in the House at Springfield. 

If any Republicans succumb to the blandishments of 
the Democrats in the General Assembly and vote foi^State 
Banna j^p p au i p owe u for Speaker, Rep. Murphy says he will 

take part in a six months filibuster. 

This filibuster, if successful, could make an expensive farce of the 
upcoming legislation session and block all action, which may not be a bad 
idea, but to say that the Democrats would be at fault is really "reaching 
for it." 

This same fear of the knavery of Chicago's Mayor Richard Daley 
was the keystone for Gov.. Stratton's recent campaign for re-election and 
we all know what happened to that effort. 

It would seem that Rep. Murphy and his filibustering fellowship 
could do the Republican party and the people of Illinois a greater service 
by strengthening the GOP and making it more appealing to the voters of 
the state which in itself would dispose of the Daley bogeyman some of the 

Republican leaders have created in their imaginations.

The vacancy on the Circuit Court bench in Lake County created by 
the sudden death of Judge Sidney H. Block will apparently be filled by 
Probate Judge Thomas J. Mo ran by concession. 

At least the Lake-McHenry GOP convention is expected to nominate 
Judge Moran when it convenes next month to pick a candidate. 

If Judge Moran does move into the Circuit Court post it would be 
his third post since he threw his hat into the political arena as a candidate 
for state's attorney in 1956. 

Despite the unquestioned handicap that his shift from State's At- 
torney to Probate Judge has placed him under, most of the possible Can- 
didates for the GOP nomination have announced they are not seeking the 
post because they know that- Judge Moran has prepared well for any politi- 
cal "breaks" that might come his way. 

First and most important he has established himself with most at- 
torneys as a capable jurist. 

This he has accomplished by making himself available to relieve 
County Judge Minard E. Hulse of some, of the case load in that court and 
by volunteering to take on some of the load in Circuit Court. 

This has actually meant a financial sacrifice for the hard-working 
young jurist since he gave up a chance to sit in Cook County courts to 
serve in Lake County. 

Another factor rn Judge Moran's favor is that he has remained active 
in politics even though he hasn't been an active candidate for the past year. 

This evidence of party loyalty and political interest will serve him 
well with the precinct committeemen who will make up the bulk of the 
delegation to the convention and will select the GOP nominee. 



Students in the lowest quarter' of 
their high school graduating classes 
may be eliminating themselves from 
consideration . as college students 
without the use of policies and pro- 
grams designed to discourage them 
from applying, according to a study 
made at the University of Illinois 
Chicago Undergraduate Division. 

The study conducted by Dr. Ken- 
neth Eells, research counselor and 
associate professor of psychology, 
shows that the percentage of stu- 
dents at the Navy Pier Division 
from the lowest quarter of their 
graduating classes has been steadily 
declining over the last five years. 
Obversely, the study also shows that 
the percentage of students in the 
Division from the upper half of their 
classes has been increasing stead- 
ily. 

Dr. Eells' study deals with only 
new freshmen entering directly 
from high school and does not in- 
clude transfer students. 

"The most notable fact is that' the 
increase in enrollment of new fresh- 
men in the last three years has come 
entirely from the upper three-quar- 
ters of the high school classes," Dr. 
Eells said. "The number of low- 
est quarter entrants has been de- 
clining steadily since at least 1955, 
despite the general increase in new 
freshmen. 

"It should be noted that this de- 
cline of lowest quarter entrants jbe- 
gan before, any special admissions 
procedures were instituted, )and has 
continued quite steadily regardless 
of changing admissions require- 
ments for these students," he said. 

New catalogues of the University 
now inform potential students that, 
"beginning with admission to the 
fall semester of 1961, a progressive 
admissions plan will be instituted, 
because available facilities are in- 
sufficient to provide for all quali- 
fied applicants." 

Basically, the new plan establishes 
"priorities for admission" based on 
the rank of the student in his high 
school graduating class. Those 



graduating in the upper quarter will 
receive action on their applications 
first, through March 31, 1961; ap- 
plications from students in the up- 
per half will be considered from 
April 30, 1961, and all applicants 
will be considered after April 30 
as space is available for more stu- 
dents. A similar system of priori- 
ties may be established for the 
spring semester, 1962. 

Other policies are also being im- 
plemented which will give the Uni- 
versity reason to believe that a stu- 
dent being admitted will have at 
leasjt one out of four chances or bet- 
ter of being on clear status at the 
end of his first semester of his col- 
lege work., 

For example, a student may sub- 
mit test scores from the Illinois Col- 
lege Testing Program or the College 
Entrance Examination Board, and, 
if the scores are high enough, his 
application for admission will be 
considered with a higher priority 
group than the one in which he 
stands as a result of his rank In his 
high school class. 

Dr. Eells' study also shows that 
the number of new freshmen enter- 
ing the Chicago Division has been 
increasing steadily and progressive- 
ly over the last three years, as an- 
ticipated on the basis of the grow- 
ing number of college age persons 
in the state. }

Merger of three railroad lines 
wil Iresult in a new Soo Line Rail- 
road Co., according to approval 
granted Nov. 30 by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission.

Les Herbst, with 109 points in six 
games, is high scorer for Antioch's 
Sequoits, with an average of 18.2 
points per game. His 76 points in 
four conference games place him 
third in conference scoring behind 
George Williams of Round Lake 
with 88, and Haerle of Grant with 
85, and is certain to be a strong 
factor of consideration when all- 
conference honors are passed 
around. 

In a recapitulation of the first 
half of play in the 1960-01 season, 
Herbst ranked far above his team 
mates in scoring and showed up 
well in offensive-defensive play.
